as appeareth by our Saviours Riddle, Afatth, 
11.11. Among them that are lorre of women 
there hath not riſen a greater then John the Bap- 
til: Notwith# anding he that wu leaſt in the 
K insdeme of Heaen, « greater they be. 

W hich Riddle is thus uttyed : Jebhn Bop- 
eiſt was the greateſt amongſt the Children of 
Women, becauſe other Prophets foreſaw 
Chriſt, He ſaw him ; others ſpake of Chill, 
Hee ſpake to him , and had the high bo- 
nour co baptize him with water, by whoſe ſpi- 
rit he him(ſelfe was baprized : Yer was be the 
teaſt in the Kitgdome of Heaven (which pro- 
perly began afrer Chriſts Aſcenrion) becauſe 
though perchance acquaiuted with the getierals 
thereof, rhe particulars of the time, place, 
meanes and manner, were 23 much conceal'd 
from him, as cleerly revealed unca us. He ne- 
ver knew that Jud ſhould betray Chriſt , 
Caipbas accuſe him, Peter deny him, Pilate 
condemne him, Souldiers crucifie bim, Nico- 
demw embalme him, Joſeph bury bim. Theſe, 
and mauy more-Circumſtauces of our Savi- 
ours paſſion, ReſurreRtionand Aſcention, now 
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Hiſtories ro our Children, were Miſtcrics to 
Jebn Byprift ; who, chough Chriſts Harbinger 
to prepare by way, yet did nor livero ſee h1s 


' Miſter poſſofle whar be had provided for him: 


Wherefore if Alexand:y the Emperour did 
count himſelfe mnch indebred to the Gods, 
that he was borne 2 Grecian, and nor a Birba- 
rian, how thankffill ought we to be ro God, 
who gave us t9 be borne neicher Jewer, nor 
Pagans, but Chriſtians, fince the trme of Re- 
mation, 

Bur this indeed were rruc,if all things in rhe 
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Church continued at this time in the ſame 05,e8. 


condition of Primative Purity,whereto Chriſt 
Reform'd ir. But long fince, Thar fafing «- 
way, forero!d by the Apoſtle, is come to paſſe, 
and that max of fiane hath played his part in 
the Church, therein deforming Maurers with 


Vice, Dorine with Herefie, Diſcipline wirk 


Superſtirion. As for any Reformition which 


ſince bath happened in England, ir hath beene 


bur partiall and imperfet. King Hen'y the 
eight brake the Popes necke, b:ur bruiſed noc 
the leaſt fi:1ger of Popery ; rejeQting his Su- 
prem cy, but reraining his ſuperſtirion in the 
fix Articles. The Reformuion under Etward 
the ſixth, was like che Reformer , little betrer 
then a child, and he muſt needs be a weake Pe- 
fender of the Faith, who needed a Lord Prote- 
Qor for himſelfe : As Nurſes tro woe =_ 

hil- 
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#2 Children ro part from knives, doe {uffer them 
to play with Rartles z ſo tte Stare then per- 
mitted rhe People (infants in Picty) ro pleaſe 
themſelves with ſome trivilous points of Po- 
pcry, 0n condition they would forfake the dan- 
2crous opinions ckereof. As for Queene E!:- 
-aLeth_hcr CharaQer is _ it that plaine, 
bur true expreſſion, that ſhee ſirept the Church 
o* England ard left all the dufi Lehizad the goore, 
Her Succeſſors have gone in the ſame path,and 
the ſame pace with little alteration, and lefle 
Addition in matters of Moment, ſave that be- 
ſides ſome old errors unamended ; many In- 
r,ovations have broken in npon us,which mighr 
be inſtanced ity, were ir as fafe as it is caſie ro 
reckon them up. We therefore deſire and ex- 
pet a Throuzh Reformation, to ſee Chriſt 
mounted on bis Throne, with his $cepter in 
his hand, in the Purity of his Ordinances, and 
we ſhall grieve and groane «tif ſuch 4 Refor- 
mation, 

This obje&ion containes many parts, aid 
muſt be caken aſunder : Some things therein 
are freely ro be granted, and others flacly to be 
denied, and others warily to be qualified. We 
freely confefſe the Deformation by Popery, 
as alſo, that the Reforming was by Hen) the 
cight and Edward the fixth (zo00d Prince, of 
whom I had ſaid, that he dyed too ſoone, but 
becauſe he dyed when God would have hi) 

te vr ad 
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were but parct 
fatly deny that 2) neene Elizrberh 1-/t the du? 
kebind the D core, which ſhe c4/i out on the 
Dunghill ; whence this uncivill expreſſion was 
raked up. The Dottrine by her eſt-bliſhed, 
and by her Succeſſors maintained in the 39. 
Articles, if declared, explained and afferted 
from falſe Gloſſes, have all gold, no duſt or 
droſle in them. 

Againe, we freely confeſſe that there may 
be ſome fanits in our Church 4n matrers of 
practice and Ceremonies, and no wonder if 
there be, ic would be a Miracle if there were 
not : Belides, there be ſome Innovations, ra- 
ther iz the Church then of the Church, 25 nor 
chargeable on the Publique Account, bur on 
private mens ſcores, nho are old enough, let them 
anſwer for themſelyes, Religion in England, is 
like the Cloarhs of che Iftalires, D ewt. 29. 5. 
which for many yeeres together waxed nor old. 
Alas, in ſome places it 1s chreadbare, may it 
have a new nappey in mcre it is ſported, may 
ir be well ſcowred ; and in all places rene aſun- 
der, may ir be well mended. 

A Through Reformation, we, and all good 
men doe deſire with as ftrong affetions , 
though perhaps nor with ſo loud a noiſe, as 
any whatſocver. The hjgheſt clamour doth 
not alwaycs argue the —_—_ _—_— 
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Bur with this qualification, that by Throuzh 
Reformation, we meane ſuch a ove, whereof we 
are capable, pro fatuwjatorum, made with all 
duc and Chriſtian moderation : That Arrow 
is well drawne, that is drawne to the head, bur 
it may be over-drawn cleanethrough the Bow, 
and ſo doe no good. There 1s in ixe manner a 
poſſibility of our-doitg, even it the point of 
Reforming : And therefore how a. rrue 
Through Reformarion m1y be made, and ma- 
nagcd long to continue, by Gods aſhſtance and 
vour patience; I willtake ia hand to give che 
erue Characters of ſuch who are to be cruc and 
and proper Reformers. 

Firſt, they muſt have a lawfull calling there- 
unto : Whar better deedethen to make Bro- 
thers friends, and co be an equall Umpire be- 
twwixt them > Yes Chriſt himſelfe declin'd the 
Imployment, as our of his Vocation, Lk, 12, 
14. Who made mea Judoeor Deyider wer you, 
Some good durtics Iye in common to all gocd 
men. VVhoſoever is called 2 Chriſtian hath a 
juſt calling to performe them : *Tis ſo farre 
from being a ſinne for any to doe them, that ir 
15 a finne for anyto leavethem undone. Burt 
there be other duties, which God harh im- 
paled in, for ſome particular perſons, ſo that 
e152 Ryor or Treſpaſle at leaſt for any other 
to force their Entrance into them : Amongſt 
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theſe Actions, Reformarion of Churches is a 
chiefe, as of higheſt Hononr, and ercateſt con- 
cernment. 

Now, the Supreme porer alone, hath 4 
lawſull calling ro Reforme 2 Church in thoſe 
reſpective places,whierein 17 1S fupreme; Where 
rhis ſupreme” power 18 ſeated, the Statiſts of 
the ſevcrall places may judge, the Divine go- 
erhno farther, bur ro maintaine that where 
the Supreme power 1s, there alone is the pow- 
er of Reformation; as it plainly appeares by 
the Kings of J4a intheir Kingdome. Two 
ſores of Idolatry, che [eres therein were guil- 
ry of : The one Grofle, the other Refined. 
Groſle Icolatry againſt the firſt Commande- 
ment, in worſhipping a falſe God, as Beal, 
and rhe like. Refined Idolatry, againſt che &- 
cond Commendement, in worthipping the 
rue God atrer a falſe and forbid len manner, 
2 Chron. 32-17. Nevertheleſſe the people did 
ſacrijice (ill in the high Places, yet unto the 
the Lord their God on'ly. Groſſe Ldolatry 
found many Reformers, Az, Z2ajb, Amaziah, 
Uzuteh, Jotham, Maaaſſe, whileſt onely rwo 
Jehoſopbat and Hezekiah, endeavoured che Rev 
forming of Refined Idolatry, and Joſiah alone 
perfected ir. In'both we may obſerve, rhar the 
Kings were praiſed for doing ſo much, or diſ- 
praiſed for doing no more, which plairly 
proves, that the Reforming of ihe Church did 
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properly pertaine unto them. God neither 
miſtakes, ror confounds the good Deeds, or 
Rewards of men ; bur ſets the que praiſes Ou 
the true perſons ; rhe perſon that dorh well 
Nall be praiſed, rhe Prince ſhall not be com- 
zxended tor the 200d Deeds of the perple, nor 
the people commended for the good Deeds of 
the Prince ; indeed God rhreatens the com- 
mon people of Iſrael, 199. 26. 23. with 
Beaſts, Wares, and many other Plagues, 
hey will uot be reſormed, But we never read 
that God reproved rhe people, for nor Refor- 
mig rhe Jewiſh Church bm Idolatry, as a 
Take belonging to rhe Supreme power pla-' 
ccJd over them. 

Meane time meere private men muſt not be 
ile, but move in their Spheare till the Su- 
preme power doth Reforme. Firſt, they arc 
duly to pray to Gol ro inſpire thoſe who have 
power and place with Will aud Skili, conra- 
ciaully ro begin, conſtantly ro coutauue, aud 
happily co conclude ſuch a Reformation. Se- 
condly, they are ſeriouſly to reforme them- 
ſelves: He needs not to complaine of too lit- 
tle worke, who hath a lictle world in him felfe 
to amend : A good man in Scripcure is never 
called Gods Church (becauſe thar is 2 co!lle- 
tive rerme belonging ro many) but is often 
rerm 2d Gods Temple, ſuch a Temple ir is 
'ayfull for every private man to Reforme : He 
mult 
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muſt ſee thar che foundation of fairh be firme, 
the pillars of Patience be ſtrong, the windowes 
ot Knowledge be clecrezthe roofe of Perſeve- 
r1:ce be perfefted. Thirdly, he may Reforme 
the Church mi bis heuſe, Philemon 2, carefully 
looking to his owne Family, Joſh.24.15. that 
he and bs boeſt m1) {e; ve the Lord, Bur as for 
the publique Reforming of the Church in ge- 
nerall,he muſt let it aloneas belonging to the 
Supreme power,to whom it 6 appropriated. 

But ſeeing we have occaſion ro ſpeak of law- 16+ 
/ full Calliug*, what Calling (my ſome ſay) 0#7*7. 
have you to meddle with this point above your 
rezch, and withow your Compaſle; who 
peud your Commiſhon to rake ſuch matters 
11 hand > Leavethe deſcribing af Reformere. 
Characters to {uch, who have more Agc, Ex 
perjence and Ability to performe it. 

I am, or ſhould be, moſt ſenſible of minc 1”, 
owne weaknefſe, being ©ey5ire;9:, rhe leaſt of 4-ſs, 
thoſe that difpence the Word & Sacraments. 

Yer have Ia calling, as good as che Church of 
England could give me: And if ſhebe tot a- 
ſhamd of ſuch a ſonne, I couur my ſelfe ho- 
noured with ſuch a Mother. And though 
mceere private Chriſtians may nor 1ntermeddlc 
with publique Reforming of a Church, Go: 
Prophen have in all Ages, challenged the Pri- 
viledge ra cell necefſiry Trurhs wwzo the Grea- 
teſt. The Tongue uſed ro be Cur out of rhe 
C2 Roman 
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RomanSaccitices, & given unto their Heraulds, 
ro ſhew that freedome of language was allow= 
ed them. We are Chriſts Embaſladours, 2 Cor. 
5. 20. & claim the leave to ſpeak Trurh with 
ſoberneſſe : And though I cannot expect my 
words ſhould be like narles /allentrd by the Mas 
(ers of the Aſſemlies, Eccl,12.11, Yert hope 
they may prove as Tocks, entred by him rhac 
defires to be Faithfull and peaccable in 1irael., 

The ſecond Requiſite in Reformers,1is Piety, 
the very 5nuſfers in the Tabernacle were made of 
pare Gold, Exo. 45.23. They ought tobe good 
chemſelves, who are ro amend orhers, leaſt chat 
Reproofe fall heavy on them. Pſal. 5 o. 16. 
But unto the ungodly (ſaith God) why aoeſt theu 
preach my Lames, end takeſt my Covenant in thy 
mouth 2 whereas thou hateſt to be Reformed, and 
haſt caſt my words Lehind thee, And though 
ſometimes bad men may Reforme orhers, /y 
thewertue of they O ſſice: Yet when it is done by 
che Ofhce of their Vertue,and efficacy of their 
goodneſle, ir is more gracefull in it ſelfe, more 


acceptable ro God, and more comfortable to 
the Doer. 


"19. Thirdly, Knowledge in a competent, yea, 
Camdsns plenrifull meaſure : Dangerous was the mi- 
El:z, p.367- ſtake committed by Sir Francis Drake in $$, 
when nepleCting to carry the Lanterne, (as he 
was comminded) in the dark night, chaſed five 
Hulkes of the Dutch Metrchanes, ſuppoſing 


them 
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them-ro have beene his Enemies of the Spani- 
ards. Such and worſe Errors may be commit - 
ted inche Reforming of a Church, good mi- 
ſt tken for bad, and badmiſtaken for good, 
where the light of knowledge is wanting for di- 
rection. 

Fourthly, true courage and magvanimiry z 
Reformers nced ro be armed with a ſtour ſpi- 
rit Capa pee, which are to breake chrough 
the front of bad Cuſtomes long received. Such 
Cuſtomes;as rhey are bad,are T/ferpers,as rhey 
are Cuſtomes are Tyrants, and will ftickie 
Rourly ro ſtand 1n their old place. Aſatthew 
ſaith, 27-15. At the Feaft ihe Governour. was 
wont toreleaſe wnte the people a priſover, Luke 


ſaith, 23.17, Of neceſſity he muſt releaſe one un- | 


to them at the Feafl, What was but a Curcchie 
at che firſt, grew 17) proceſle of time to be a cu- 
ſtome, and at laſt became a neceſſicy, Such cu- 
ſtomes made neceſſary by continuance muſt 
Reformers expedt ro encounter, and reſolveto 
remove. O coward-lines in a Magiſtrate is a 
great finne ! who would chiak to find the Fear- 
full marching in rhe forefront > and yer in that 


forlorne Hope which goeth to Hell, Rev. 2r.. 


9. ſcerhem firſt named ; but the fearſull, the 
wnkeleeting and abrminable, &c. fo neceſſt- 
ry.is Chrittian Courage, eſpectally- in a Ro- 
former. 

Filthlyy 
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Fitrhly and laikly 5 they muſt be en- 
ducd with Clr1,/ran diſcretion, a Grace thar 
none cver {pake againſt, but thoſe thar wanted 
ir; A gocd man will garde his affaires with aiſ- 
cretion, Pſal, 112.5. I muſt confeſle there is 
a diſcretion (fal{ly fo called) borh carnall in ic 
felfe, an4 inconſiſtent with rrue Zeale, yea, 
deſtruRtive of it. Chriſt had two Diſciples of 
che ſame n.me, the one a true man, the other a 
Trayrtor, both J«4a/ſes, Wherefore to pre> 
vent miſtakes, the former 15 never cited in 
Scriptures, but with an Addirion, Judas ſarth 
wnto him, ot Iſcariot, Lord, fc. John 14. 22. 
Jud the ſervant of Feſw Chrift, and brother 
of James, Jude x, In like manner we, heere 
mentioning Diſcretion, call ir Cbriſt;an Diſ-

cretton for difference thereof, thar all may 


' know, we meane not that which deſtroyes 

Leale,but that which directs it; not that which 
quencheth Zeale, but which keeps ir in the 
Chimney, the proper place thereof ; not that 
which makes it leſſe lively, but what makes 
it more laſting. This Diſcrerion, though 
laſt named, 1s not leaſt needfull in the 
Reformers of a Church, and muſt prin- 
cipally appeare in two things 5 firſt, the 
not ſparing of the Tares for the Wheaes 


ſake. Secondly, che nor ſpilling the Wheat 
for the Tares ſake. 


The

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22+ The not ſparing the Tares for the 
Wheats ſake. By rares we underſtand, not 
only things unlawfull ina Church, but things 
unexpedient and unprofirable, which alto 
muſt be removed. The barren Fig-tree, Luke 
13-17. was condemned, nor tor bearing dead- 
ly or dangerous fruit, but rore at all. Cut 
1: downe , nby cumbreth it the ground> Gods 
Garden onght to bee fo well drefled, as to 
have nothing ſuperfluous , that doth harm, that 
doth uo good therein. He that will not worke, 
neither ſhall be eat, 2 Theſſ.2.10. If ſuch Cere- 
monies be to found in our Church, which will 
not labour, neither needfull in themſelves, nor 
conducing ro decency ; let them no longer 
have countenance in the Church, nor main- 
tenance from 1t. 

2 3- The not ſpilling the Whear for the 
Tares (ke, and letting thoſe things alone which 
are well ordered already. Yet is there a Gene- 
ration of Anabapriſts,in number fewer, I hope, 
then are reported, yet more I feare then are 
diſcovered ; people roo turbulent ro obey, and 
ro0 tyrannicall tocommand. Lt ir ſhould come 
intotheir hands to reforme, Lord what worke 
would they make. Very facile, but very fonle 
is that miſtake in rhe vulgar Tranſlation, Luke 
15.8. Inſtead of Everrit domum, ſhe ſwept the 
houſe, Tis rendred, Evertit domum, She over- 
D turn'd 
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turs'd the houſe. Such ſweeping we muſt ex- 
pet from ſuch Spirits, which under pretence 
ro cleanſe our Church , would deſtroy it. The 
beſt is, they are ſo far from 1:1 1ng at the Helme, 
thar I hope they ſhall ever be kept wager Hat- 
ches, 

24. Now as diſcretion diſcovercth ir ſelfe in 
the matter of Reformation, 1o alſo it appear- 
eth inthemanner thercof. Firſt,it 15 ro be done 
with all reverence and reſpe& to the ancient 
Fathers. Theſethough rhey lived reer the Foun- 
tain of Religion, yet lived in the Marches 
of Paganiſme; as alſo inthe time wherein the 
Myſtery of Intquity began to worke, which wee 
hope is now ready to receive the wages. If 
therefore there be found in their praQtice any 
Ceremonies ſmacking of Paganiſme or Po- 
pery, and if the ſame can bee juſtly chalen- 
ged tO continae in our Church, I pleadenot 
- 4 longer life, but for their decent bu- 
riall. 

25. Secondly, with honourable reſervati- 
on to the memories of our firſt Reformers. 
Reverend Crarmer, Learned Ridley, Downe 
right Lattimer, Tealons Bradford, Pious 
Philpot, patient Hooper , men that had their 
failings, but worthy in their Generations ; 
Theſe tare the heat of the day, indeed, which 
were burnt to aſhes; and though wee may 
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write a fairer hand rhen.t':ey, yer they affixed 
a firmer Seale, that dyed for their Doctrine, 

26. Laſtly, wich carefulnefle, not to 
give any juſt offence to the Papiſts. Say nor, 
we need not ro feare to offend them, who 
would confound us. We have fo long wait- 
ed for their converſion, we have almoſt ſecne 
our ſubverſion. Indeed we are forbidden to 
effend Gods [:ttle ones, but not inhibited ro 
offend the Devils great ones. And though 
S. Paul bids us to grve no offence to thoſe that 
are without , that is meant of pure Pagans; 
and therefore the Papiſts being netcher well 
within ror well w:thost , fall not under that 
precept. For all theſe Exprefſions ſavour 
more of Hamor then Holineſſe, of Stomack, 
then the Spirit. Though Papiſts forger their 
duty ro us, ler us remember our qduty to 
them, to them, not as Papiſts, but as pro- 
feſſors of Chriſtianity, to their perſons, not 
erronious opinions , not giving them any juſt 
offence. But if they will bee offended with- 
out cauſe, be their amends in their owne 
hands. If Re/e:kah will come to ſar, ſhe 
ſhall be wellcome. But in no caſe ſhall 7ſa- 
ac goe back ro Rebeckah , Geneſis 24+ 6. Be- 
ware that thou bring not my ſonne thither 4- 
game, 


27. Theſe five Ingredients muſt com- 
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pound effectuall reformers. Where any, or 
all of theſe are wanting a Reformation will 
cither not be made, or not long kept. VWat- 
neſſe the prerended Reformation, the Papiſts 
ſo much bragge off, in the laſt of Queene 
Mary, in the Univerſiry of Camlridge, by 
the Delegates of Cardinall Poolg, Where no- 
thing of worth was done, but many fooliſh 
ceremonies (anforced, and the Bones of Bu- 
cer and Phagiws burnt. It paſſeth for the ex- 
prefion of a mad man, to eat the aire; and 
It iS little bctrer to bear the earrh, To fight 
(as they did) againſt duſt and aſhes, bodyes 
of men long before buried : except they 
thought by rhis fimilitude of burning dead 
bodies, to worke in filly people a beliefe 
of Purgatory fire, tormenting ſoules decea- 
ſed. Now when it came into queſtion whe- 
ther the Ordinances and Deciſions of thoſe 
Reformers ſhould bee ingroſſed in Parch- 
ment, or in Paper, * Doctor Swiorne, 
Maſter of Clare Fall gave his opinion, that 


paper wonld doe the deed well enough, as 


being likely to laſt longer then thoſe decrees 
ſhould ſtand in force; as afterward it came 
ro pafſe, they being all reſcinded ' in the 
next yeare , being the firſt of Quecne Eliza-

well obſerved. Firſt, that there is a grand 
difference betwixr founding of a new Church, 
and reforming of an old. For the former, 
Saint Paul ourſtript all men in the World. 
The Papifts bragge much of King Ear, 
who 15 ſaid ro have founded as many Mona- 
ſeries, as ther* be weekes in the yeer. Sure-« 
ly more Churches 1n Afia and Europe were 
buile from the ground by Saint Paul, who 
ftrrued to preach the Giſpell not where Chriſt 
was named, leſt he ſhould. build «porn anothey 
1m4ans foundation, . Romans IF, 20. Bat refor- 
ming of Churches 1s an eaſter worke, as not 
giving a Church the life but rhe luſtre z not 
che birth but the beauty; either repairing 
what is defeftive, or removing what is re- 
dundanr. Thus wee acknowledge S9/omon the 
fole founder of the Temple, though Joaſh re- 
paired it, amending the breaches thereof. 
Toatham enlarged it, aJ{ding the beautifull 
porch thereto; and Ezechiah adorned it, co- 
vering the pillars with filver therein. 

29. However, it is worth our obſerving, 
that Reformers are ſometimes ambirious to 
entitle themſelves to be founders, as being 
coverous of credir, and counting it more ho- 
nour ro make a thing, therromend ir. Thas 
N ebuchadnezzar boaſted, Daniel 4-20. Is not 
this great Babylon that F have built for the 
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houſe of the Kingdome, +» the might of my pow- 
er, an4 for the honour of ny maieſfy ? Whereas 
Balylos was built by Nimrod, or (3s others 
ſay) Semramis, many yeeres before Ne-u- 
chadnezzars Cradle was made. Yet hee, ro 
doubr,did encreaſc,ſtrengthen, and beautthe it ; 
on which title, ſee how he engrofſcrh all rhe 
glory unto himſelfe, as firſt, and ſole founder! 
Is not this ereat Babiloathat I have tailt 2 
20. Let none in like manner brag, that 
they are now the firſt Founders of a Church 
in Exzland, built long ſince therein, time out 
of minde. We deny and defie ſuch Papiſts 
as ſay that Auguſtine the Monke was the firſt 
Apoſtle of this Iſland, where the Goſpell 
long before had been preached, though not ro 
the Saxozf our Anceſtors, yet to the Britans 
our Predeceſſors. Yea , having cauſe to 
ſearch wbo firſt brought Chriſtianity over 
into Britannry, my endeavours have becne 
ſill at a lofle and left at uncertainty. Per- 
Chance as God, Deuteronomy 2 4. 6. buried the 
body of Moſes, That ro man knoweth the place 
of his Sepultare unto this day, to cut off from 
the Jewes all occaſion of Idolatry ; So it ſeems 
his wiſdome hath ſuffered the names of the firſt 
founders of Religion Hereto be covered in ob- 
ſcurity, to prevent poſterity from being ſuper- 
ſtitzous ro their Memories. However, if juſtly

we be angry with the Papiſts for making the 
Brittiſh Church (a tall ſtripling grown,) to 
weare ſwadling cloathes againe : more cauſe 
have we to diſtaſte the pens and preachings of 
ſuch who make their addrefles unto us, as unro 
pure Pagans where the word is newly to be tn a book of 
planted. A * Moderne Author tels us a _ nes SH 
ſtory, how the ſervants of Duke D. Alua, ſeck- **"F" 
ing for a Hawke they had loſt, found a new 
Country in the Navell of Sparze, not knowne 
before, invironed with Mountaines, and peo- 
pled with naked Salvages ; I ſhould wonder if 
ſuch a Terre mcgnita could be found in Eng- 
land, which (what betwixt the covetouſneſſe 
of Landlords and the carefulneſſe of Tenints) 
is almoſt meaſured toan Acre. Bur if ſuch a 
place were diſcovered, I muſt allow that the 
Preachers there were the firſt planters of the 
Goſpell, which in all other places of the king- 
dome are but the Continucrs thereof. I ho 
Chriſt hath reaped much goodneſle long agoe, 
where theſe, now, new pretend to plant it. And 
if England hath not had a true Church hither- 


to, I feare it will not have a true Charch herc- 
after. 


'31 The ſecond thing I commend unto you 
1s this, That 2 perfe&t Reformation of any 
Church in this world may be defired, but not 
hoped "for. Let Zenophons Cyrws bee King in 

Plato's 
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Plato's Common-wealth; and Batchelors wives 
breed maides children in ores Ytopre, whi- 
leſt Roſes grow in their Gardens without 
prickles, as Saint Baſil held they did betore 
the fall of Adam, Theſe phanſics are pleaſing 
and - plauſible, but the performance thercot 
unfeiable, and fo 15 the perte&t reformation 
of 2 Church in this world, difficult to bee 
preſcribed, and impoſſible to be praQtiſed. For 
beſides that Satan wall doe his beſt, or rather 
his worſt to undoe it ; Man in this life 15 not 
capable of ſuch perfection. Look not to finde 
that in man out of Paradiſe, which was not 
found in man in Paradiſe, continuance 1n an 
holy eſtate. Luther was wontto ſay, he never 
kneiv good order in the Church laſt above t 5 
yeares, in the purity thereof z yea, the more 
erfe& the Reformation is, the leſſetime it is 
ikelyto laſt. Mans minde being in conſtane 
motion, when it cannot aſcend higher, will 
not ſtand ſtill, but it muſt decline. I ſpeake 
not this to 4i{-hearten-rhen from endeavouring 
a perfect Reformation, but to keepe them from 
being diſ-heartned, when rhey ſee the ſame 
cannot be exactly obſerved. 

22. And yet there are ſome now adayes that 
talke of a great light, manifcited in this age 
more then ever before. Indeed wee Modernes 
have a mighty advantage of the Ancients, what- 

loever 
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ſoever wa$heirs, by Iuduſtry, may be ours. The 
Chriſtian Philoſophy of Tuſtiz Martyr, the 
conſtant Sanctity of C:prrian; the Carholick 
faith of Athanaſius , the Orthodox judyement 
of Naz1anzen; the manifold learning of Je- 
rome ; the ſolid Comments of Chr:ſotome , the 
ſubtill Controverſies of Auguftine ; the excel- 
lent Morals of Gregory ; the humble Devotions 
of Bernard : all contribute rhemſelves to rhe 
edification of us, who live 1n this latter Age, 
Bur as for any tranſcendent onſet 0 mt- 


raculous light, peculiarly conf@red on our 
Times, rhe worſt I wiſh rhe opini6n 15 this, that 
it were true. Sure I am that this light muſt nor 
croſle the Scripture , but cleere the Scripture. 
So that if ir afirmeth any thing contrary to 
Gods written Word,or enforcerh any thing (as 
neceſſary to ſalvarion) not expreſt in Gods 
word, I dare boldly ſay, That ſuch a light is 

kindled from Hell. 
3+ As forthe opinion of Chriſts corporall 
viſible kingdome, to come within few yeares, I 
will neither peremprorily reject it, nor dare ab- 
ſolntely receive it. Nor rejet it, leſt I come 
within the compaſſe of the Apoſtles reproffe 
2+ Peter 2.12. Speaking evill of the things they 
waderſtand not .Confeſſing ny ſelfe not to know

their interpretations thereof may be but Apo- 
crypha. Nor dare we receive it, not being lafe 
to be familiar with ſtrangers at the firſt Hght , 
and this Tenent 15 ſtrange, as ſet commonly 
afoot with theſe few laſt yearcs.

The Aroltle having in his Miniltery denied all power to the 
Morrall Law to juſtific finners , and avouching jultification to 
be through Faith alone: there were ſome who did vainly 
imagine that he did render the Morrall Law uſelcfle unto men, 
and hcreupon they were ready to cry down all the uſe of that 
Law ; and to fay (as menin our dayes) Away with Motes, 
Ort o' doors with Moles, We bel:evers can mo longer abide bu 
woe; the Law « no fir Dottrine to be taught or heard, to be be- 
levedor obeyed : This wyury or abuſe ready to fall upon the 
Dofrine, Par takes notice of, and ſeeing that his wholſoine 
Doctrine was turned quite out of its meaning , made to run 
contrary and crofſe to other ulctull and profitable Dodrines ; 
after the raiſing of the objeftion ( by way of anticipation or 
Pp! X»ccupation ) he doth not onely exprefſe the abhorrencie, 
ot his Spirit , in det«(ting any ſuch licentious or Law-dcſtroy- 
ing inference, ſhewing that his heart was fofar from cloſing 
with, or liking of this opintoa , that it did riſe up againſt the 
ſame, intimated in the word, God forbid, q.d. The great and 
good Lord never ſuff-r ſuch a thought to come into my minde :

fulfilled , terminated and abrogated ; Chriſt was fins inter 
fictens l-gis Ceremonialts ; (o that the law of Ceremonies was 
made void by the Doftrine of faith,and therefore this law can- 
not be here meant, 
2. Judiciall, which were peculiar Ordinances given byGod 
to Moſes, tor the well ordering of the Common-wealth of 
Iſrael. | 
This Law concerned the Jews not ſimply, as men, but as 
Jews ; the Nationall, perſonall, or particular binding right of 
this Law reſted fo in them, that 1t died with the decay of their 
Commor-wealth : onely the common equity or right hereof 
remaineth (+) as far as it was grounded on the Law of Nature, 
ſrrved diredtly to confirm any of the Ten Commandments,or 
to uphold the good of Family, Church, or Common-wealth, 
It isiti]l 1n force,and of good ue ; but of this Law the Apoltle

it will be very evident that he ſpeaketh of this Law ; 'for he 
deals agaivſt ſuch who ſought to be juſtified and faved by the 
works ef the Law, and not by faith in Jelus Chriſt ; they went 
about to ſet up the Law of Works, and to di([troy the Law of 
Faith, Now Paul ſhewcth that no mans conformity to the + 
Morall Law could be matter of life and juſtification unte him 
in Gods ſight ; The Law, by fin, is become weak and unprofit. 
able tothe purpoſe of right.outnefſy, it could not be a cove- 
nant of lite unto man ; now having excluced it from being a

ments ; and his Commandments are not grievow. Te conclude, 
if we ſhall conſider the Law Morall in 1ts irritation , as it hath 
init an accidentall or occafionall ſecret ſin-provoking , enra» 
ging, or exaſperating power , whereby it ſtirs up in men an 
carncltneſſe to the commiſſion of ſin ; thus is it made void to 
the beleever. Conſider , that the Morall Law is not fin, nor 
was it ordained to beget ſin, it is holy, and juſt , and good :;

many things which they would never have done, had not God 
forbidden the ſame : Our baſe natures take occaſions from an 
holy Law to do wickedly ; this ſtirs them up.to be more wic- 
ked ; but now luſt hath no more ſuch working in belcevers 
from the Law, the Law cannot provoke a godly man to be 
more wicked ; nay, rather if he ſee any commandment of Ged 
againſt him, it is a fufficient diſcouragement te him to forbear 
Gen 39 9, that ſin ; with 7oſeph he faith, How can 1 do this great wickedneſſe 
and fin againſt God ? 

3. By thewing to you in what reſpeRts, and unto whom 
the Morall Law 1s not made void by the Goſpel. And here 
we ſhall confider the Morall Law four Wayes.

have h«ll preached daily unto men, being perſwaded it would 
prove an excellent means to keep many out of hell : When I 
look upon that body of ſin which remaineth in the beſt ; I can» 
not ſee but the threats of the Law may be of good uſs unto 
them ; not that I fancie Chriſtians ſhould be carricd into, and 
along duty, by a ſpirit of fear, asflaves ; that they muſt have 


+ the rod (haking over them, or elſe they cannot, or will not do 


dutic : I know that they arcled by a morefree and ingenuous 
Spirit, into afts of dutic; namely , by the Law of Love: yet 
It me tell you, That the carnall and unregenerate part of the 
godly, needs this my and harſh voice of the Law ; andI fee 
no reaſon tut a Chriſtian may make that motive to himſelf 
which Cod makes motive unto him. . 
Secondly, in its Promiſſory part, as it dcth propound 
many aiid gicat rewards unto the ſons of men. I finde that 
the Law doth 1:0t oncly threaten, thereby to terrific men from 
ſnn'ng; tut it doth alſo propound and promiſe unto the ſons 
of men certain rewards , therety to allure and draw them in 


, todutic: wereade of hhewing mercy to thouſand: of them that 


lyve him, and keep his commaname: ts : And apgain,the fifth Com- 
mandment 1s called , The firff Comma t With promiſe, 
Eph}. 6. 2. Surcly the Dotrine of Faith doth not make void 
theſe promiſes in the Law ; nay, it gives the Law a power to 
promiſe, and alloweth that men may ſet the joy before them, 
and have an cycgo the recompence of rewatd, though not 
chi.fly and principally, or in a way of merit.

Fourthly , in its Preparatory part and Othce ; you muſt 
know that the Morall Law 1s a 7h the B p11? to make way 
for Chriſt , a manuduRion to Chrilt and Faith ; Paxl faith, 
Wherefore the Law was our School-maſter to bring us to Chriſt, 
that \ve might Le juſtificd by Faith, Gal. 3.24. I do not ſay that 
the Law formally doth beget Faith 1n Chriſt , it doth it oncly 
by way of Preparation and manuduttion, and that partly as 
it doth convince men of fin, laying open to them that exceed» 
ing wickeJineF which licth upon the foul ; By the Law come 
et; the knoWlcdge of fin, Rom. 3.20. And, 1 hadnot known thre 
Iutt hal been ſin, unle(ſe the Lav had ſaid, Then ſhalt not cover, 
Rom. 7.7. Hence 1s it comparel to a glaſſe, whoſe propertie 
15 to repreſent thoſe ovjets that preſent themſelves before it 
11 all their colours ; thus the holy L1w doth yeeld up unto men 
by way of ref|Ction, th: true and certain face and nature of 
thur finfulnetle, it layes fin out and op<n 1n1ts true proportio 1 
and countenance ; the light doth not more demonſtrat: viſicle 
o-jects then the Law ( which isthe candle of the Lord ) doth 
make known fins, and that by the help of ſpirit, and the uſe of 
conlcience, partly as it doth dejeRt and humtle men for fin : 
teLiw doth fo op thedebt and d:ath of fin to the ſoul, that 
Tees it {It incloted with the curſe that vclongs to lin; and 
that Divin? wrath is realy to pour it ſc1f oWhim, and how to 
aV013 tte lane ke knows not ; he is 3s a man ſhut upin a cloſe 
room, 
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room , having his mortall enemy ſtanding at the door with a 

drawn ſword in his hand ; entring upon him, thus the Law 

falls upon the conſcience of 1 finucr , whipping and torment- 

ing him ; loading and burdening him ; laying him as it were 

upon the mouth of hcll, paſting the doom of damnation upon 

him , from which it can of it {lf no way deliver it ſelf; it 

leaves him a ſinner without a $4viour, without all kope of ſal- 
vation: Onely it is brought to this wiſhing, O that there 

were any poſſibility of mercy, that I m1zht be ſaved from this 
condition of inſuffcravle miſery. Again, we may conſider the 7p j ,, 
ſubiets in reſpet of whom the Law 1s not made void, and i nv: made 
they are of two forts. void :

without a Law , nay nor without this Law , for the ſubltance 
of it ; though he was a righteous man, and in his height of

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dignity, yet he was commanded by the will of God, and his 
work was to be ruled by the precept of God in all things ; as 
yorſmay read, Gen. 5 16. The Law Morall, and the Law gi.

I look upon the Law given to Adam: for a covenant of lite and 
ſalvation , God intending to give, and tying him to expeR 
life upon, and for his o>cdieace, ard withall do conficer that 
God in jultice night have h.1d his pcſtaity to the ſame cendi- 
tion and covenant of works ; here I concetve that the Law 
eiveh to Adam , and the Law received by Moſ7s , are not one 
and the fame ; for I think that God never intended that the 
Law given by Moſes ſhould become a Covenant of Works 
unto the ſons of men: nay, we finde that there were mercifull 


and Fvangclicall intentions in God in giving the ſame, as 


may appear in the Preface to the Commandments; in his 
Preaching Chriſt to Adam in Paradice 1nmediatly upon the 
fall; and1n his ordering that it ſhould be a means to beat man 
out of him{.1f, and to bring him unto Chriſt : Yet when I 
look upon Adi Law , a6 1t was arule of lift and obedience 
unto hin , in this reſpect they do agree ; virtually the Law gi- 
ven to Adamand received by Moſes was one and the ſame, the 
minde of God for dutic being conſtant and perpetuall , one at 
all times, and in all places; according as we pray , Thy will be 
done on earth as it us in heaven, 

Secondly , Aſans natwr: hath this Lav Written and engraven 
mndelcbly init : T will not diſpute whether the Law of Nature 
be a rclique of the old image left in Adam ; of this I am ſure,

the Law in Creation to Adam ; for he had in his created eſtate the Low of 
a more ſhining light, quick apprchenſion, Rteadie will, and able Aden and 
reſolution , then his poſterity naturally now have ; nay , this 9. | 
Law of Nature doth in many circumſtances differ from the 
Law Morall ; v. g. This we Ss by infufion, that by publike 
voice ; This is written in tables of fleſh, that in tables of ſtone; 
This containeth dutie impliedly, without method and order, 
that expreſly and orderly, &c. The Argument lies thus, If 
God hath inddlebly written the Morall Law in mans nature, 
then the Dofrine of the Goſpel doth not make it void:

Thirdly, The Morall Law « 4 Doftrine ſpirituall, boly, good, Reſ. 
juſt, and perfefUy containing the good and acceptable Will of God, 
and therefore not to be made void ; that it 15 a DoAtrine , the 
Hevrew word Torah will make evident, it being derived of 
Horah , which ſignifies to teach and to inſtrut , bow to live, 
and how to walk ; even as a School-maſter doth tcach his 
Scholers what is evil, and how to avoid it ; what is good, and 
how todoit ; that it is ſpirituall, holy, good, and juſt ; The 
Apoltle faith, we know that the Law « fpirituall ; And, Where- Rom.g.12, 

fore the commandment is holy, and juſt, and goed ; And thus itis + 
not 
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not onely originally as the holy, good, and juſt God » W ho is4 
ſpirit, is the Authour of it ; butallo materially, and effeCtive- 
ly, it is pureand undefiled , free from all (tain of crrour aad 
falſhood ,. having not the leaſt iniquity cacaving to it , It Car;t- 
th in 1t the good and acceptable will of God, 1t 15 1ndzed the 
wiſdom and the will cf vod ; the Law 1s not good, and then 
willed of God ; but it is goo1, becauſe it 1s willed of God; 
whoſe will alone 15 the rulcof all goodnefle ; yea, and men by 
it become Spirituall, hely, good, rnd juſt : Now if 1t be every 
way abſolute and perfcdt (as it is ſtiled, The pryfeft Law of Li- 
herty ) there can be noreaſon rendred why it ſhould be avo- 
liſhed ; 1 conceive that the law-Maker was 10 wiſdom infi-

Now if they were not bound to keep the Morall Pre- 
cepts , they d1d not and could not offend ; ſuch muſt hold that 
bleevers cannot, and do not fin, who make yoid the Law unto 
beleevers ; the Apoſtle ſheweth that the Morall Law concludes 
all under ſin ; now that Law which concludes all men to have 
ſinned, concludes that all men have broken that Law; if it con- 
clude that Jews and Gentiles have ſfinned and broken it , then 
it extends it ſelf to them. 3. It the Commandments of the

Faith and hanulity , but the truiting in dutie done, which 
doth make men Juticiarizs and Papilts. And further , I muſt 
tell you , That the Royall Law 1s a (traight Law , and we hold 
in the Mathematicks, that the (traitelt Line 1s the ſhorteſt Line, 
and theretore you do not go about the wood, when you walk 
by this Line : It is an oofervation of one, That the Morall 
Law is like to the Ecliptick Line, wherein the Sun keeps his 
courſe, and men and women are hke to the Planets, whach 
are on this or that ſide of the Line ; if any of them chance to 
fall into the Feliprick Line, they are neerer the Sun then any 
other the Planets. I may apply it thus; \When Chriſtians walk 
in Holinefle and Rightcoutncſe, they arc neereſt to God and 
Chriſt, the Sun of Righteouſneſſe.

of the Tribe of Julah, to whom nothing is too hard, 
who hath broken through gates of Iron, and Barres of 
Braſle, which we could never have dreamed that they 
had been perviable , this againe may raiſe up our ſpi- 
Tits, and give us hope, that it we feck the Lord in bis 
way, he will certainly be found of us. It is all one to 2c. 4.6; 
him, whether by an Army and by power, or by quicken- 
ivg the ſpirits of his, raiſing them above themſelves : 
whether by 4 day of ſmall things, or by doing terrible © 
things that wee looked not for , hee bring about his 4g 3+

How induftrious then ſhould we all be in frequent 
ſearch of Scriptures > Are not they the Paradiſe of 
God, wherein growes the Tree of Life, and the leaves 4". £7. 
are good to heale the Nations ? Are not Scriptures as-" 
that Poole whereunto God hath promiſed a vertuall 
power, wherein we may waſh and be cleane > Scriptures 
are that golden Mine wherein we may dig riches that 
may make us rich to God, that enrich us to life eter- 
nall. So zealous was Luther to have the Scriptures rue i» 
read, that he profeſſed, that if he thought that the read» ©'*13, 
ing of his Books would hinder the reading of the 
Scriptures, he would burne them all before hee died. 
But thus much of theſe things briefly; the Scripture 
it ſelfe alledged being that which I intend principally 
(by Gods help) to infiſt upon. And in this Scripture 
alledged in the Text, three particulars offer themſelves, 

1. The grace, Zeale, 

2. The ObjeR whereabout it was converſant, Gods 
Houſe. ; 

3+ The Degree wherein it ſeized upon Davidard 
Chriſt, they were eater up with it, 

Firſt then for the Grace it ſelfe, What is Zeale? Que7. 

It is a koly Ardour kindled by the boly Spirit of qyfr, 
God inthe affeRions, improving a man to the urmo{t 
for Gods glory, and the Churches good Zelm eft 1n-g 
tenſus gradus pure affetionss : It is not ſo much anyono 

B 3 aflc&ion 
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affe&ion, as the intended degree of all. AﬀeRions 
are the motions of the Will, as carried out to the pro- 
ſecution of good, or avoiding of evill : They are, as 
the Philoſopher ſpeaks, exitu« antme, the Out-goings 
of the ſoule. What the Wheeles are ro the Carr, the 
Sinewes to the Body, Wings to the Bird, the Wind to 
the Sailes ſpread, ſuch are the Aﬀe@tions to the Soule, 
implanted by God to carry it hither and rhirher as the 
objefts do more or lefle affet. Mn lies like a logge, * 
the ſoule moves nor. but as the AﬀeRions ſirre, 

For their order they are ſo placed in the foule, 
as that they are ſubſervient one to another ; the ira- 
ſcible to the concupiſcible. When the deſiring fa- 
culties flag , grow remiſſe by intervenient 1mpedi- 
ments, then comes in the i-aſcible faculties, as removens 
empedimenta, as taking away the impediments; and is 
not this that which 1s properly called Anger > This 
made Zuther to ſay, [r4 ſuo loco eft optimum Det donum, 

The ſecond thing is the ObjeA, Gods Houſe; the 
houſe of God under the Law, was all the externall 
pledges of Gods preſence, the Altars, Temple, Taber- 
nacle, Ark, &c, The houſe of God under the Goſpel, 


is (as the people of Godelſewhere, fo ) the Ordinar- 
ces of God here. 


Thethird thing 1s the Degree, hath eaten me ap a me- 
taphor taken from men that receive nouriſhment, and 
the meat after its ſeverall concoRions, is aſſimilated 
into the nature cf them that receive ir. Zeale doth 
totally ſurprize us in what concerns God, we ſo minde 
the things of God, as ifwe minded nothing elſe. What

Theſe ftirrings 
of the Spirit expell Lukewarmseſle, induce Zeale. 
Zeale ſets on work the whole tide of our affections ;

Gods Church, David bad a ſpring-tide of his afteions, 
they all ran in that channell. To what dangers, hazards, 
and cenſures did Chriſt here in the exerciſe of his 
zeale expoſe himſelfe in the caſe of Church-refarma- 
tion!. Davids zeale for the (etling of the Ark. how 
did it make him deny him{clſe in his maſt _neceſſary- | 
refreſhings, # well nat gee 1nte my houſe, &c, his bouſe ©": +5- 
was no hovu'e, bis bed no bed, his reſt noreft; fo in 
his worldly credit, / z:{ jet, for my Gods fake, bee ,c., - ., 
more wile; SO inthoſe innumerable heaps of gold and 
flver, which cut of his earneſt zeale he had prepared 1 ©1929-3 
and fet apart for the building of the Temple. Nebe. 
mraty that Embleme of Reformers, what a meaſure of 
zeale did he diſcover in leaving all his Court prefer- 
ments, putting himſcife in his Owne perion upon a #Ff 7 
azardiull and tedious journey, in the encounters and 
oppolitions . 
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oppoſitions both open and ſecret be met withall, in 
bis expenſefulneſſe and that to prodigality, as it may 
ſeeme,for the common cauſe, in his unwearied perſiſting 
in the work till it was accompliſhed. How iror-like 
was the ſpirit of Elias ? how did he out of a ſpirit of | 
zeale againſt the Idolatry of Beal ſet bis face againſt 
Ahab, texebell, and all the Prieſts of Beal? how was he 
driven to flic for his life ? ( ſome Geographers com- 
pute his journey at many hundreds of miles; ) How great 
werethe exigences be was put-unto,even near affamiſh- 
ment, to a wearineſſe of his life. ohz the Baptiſt. of 
what an invincible ſpirit he was, his encounter with 2 
generation of vipers, his bold and daring ( for it coſt 
him his life) reproofe of Herod for his Herod, his 
turning of Mountaines into Valleys, his making of 
rough wayes plaine,doe all witneſſe. The want of zeale

For the firſt of theſe, three Reaſons doe offer them- 
ſelves as ariſing from the nature of the work 1n re- 
ſpe& of its 
1, Excellency, 
2. Difficulty. 
2. Fbe deftrutive nature of Church-evills, if not 
reformed. 
The excellency of the work I argue three wayes. Red. t. 
1. In that the work of Church-reformation is one 
of Gods ſpeciall favours, whereby the Lord would en- 
deare his Church to bim. When afrer the Churches 
fad ſufferings, he would doe his people a ſpeciall fa- 7 
vour, he tells them that he will purge away all ber droſſe, (a 54.112'2, 
and take away all ber tinne, So when the Lord would 3: 
expreſle himſelfe in the greateſt declarations of his 
love to his Church. Oh thou affliifed and toſſed with F* '3: 
tempeſt, I will lay thy flones with faire colours, thy founds- 
trons with Saphires, &c, God will ſet up his ordinances 
in a more glorious way ; all thy children ſhall be taught 
of the Lord, Accordingly in this latter age of the world, 
what is the great work, for which the Church bleſles 
God with the ſong of Moſes, and the ſong of the Lambe, 
is 1t not the viRtory over the beaſt, his name, mark, &c. 
all done by Church-reformation : Great and marvellows ,,, _. 
are thy works, Lord God Almighty, &c. | ; 
2. The excellency of the work is argued jointly 
from the relations betwixt God and his Church, and 
the office which Reformers do. The Church is Gods 
Garden,which being planted - all variery of flowers 
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is apt to be overgrowne with weeds, that not only 
marre the beauty of it, but cat our the good herbs; 
Reformers, their work is to weed the Lord his garden, 
throw odtall thoſe noifome herbs which would have 


ſpoiled allihe good ones. The Church is the Lords 


Occhard, whercin trees of all kindes, both for fruit and 
and medicine. grow upontbe banks thercof : The Ma. 
ſter of that O:chard is impaticnt of any ſuch treesthat 
cumber the grourd, and airer many yeares beare ro 
fruit ; Reformers, their work is to root out the plants 
that God neverplanted. The Church is Gods houſe, 
where he delights to dwell ; Reformers are to caſt out 
all the durt, droſle, and garbage that was odious and 
irkſome to the Maſter of the houſe, they ſiycep downe 
all the cobwebs wherein the Spiders did build. The 
Church is Gods Spouſe, in whoſe beauty his ſoule de- 
lightszthat ſhe ſhould be Ceformed with ſtrange attire, 
ormamcents borrowed from notorious ſtrumpets, the 
Lord cannot endurc; Reformers they {trip her of all 
her batlotry attire, take off. all her Jezabel-like pain- 
tiogs, and render ber to Chriſt in her native ſimplicity. 
The Church is the Lords Vineyard, which he keeps 
and waters every moment z Reformers their work is 
to take the Foxes that deſtroy the Vines, How wel» 
come ſhould the feet of ſuch te > and how ſhould the 
precious nature of the work in relation to God, draw 
out all our flrength? 

3+ Thatthe exccllency of rhe work may be yet fur- 
thcrevidenced : confider it in the objes whereabout 
It 15 converſant; that is, cicher Thiogs, or Perſons, 
Things are DodGrine, Worfhip, and Govcrament z 
Vodrine is a ray or beame of ſopcrraturall truth ifſued 
Our 
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out from Godas a ſpeciall favour to his people, tending 
to informe them in right notions and apprehenſions 
concerning Cod, Chriſt, our ſoules, and the whole 
way of ſalvation. This is called the word of life, the 
wholeſome word, the word of ſalvation ; how uſefull 
is this word, ſince men do as ſurely periſh by damnable 
hereſies, as by morall vices. Doctrine is as the waters 
of the Sanftuary, howgreat 2 ſinne to puddle or poiſon 
theſe! was it not capitall among the Romans to poiſon 
the common ſprings> How noiſome was that plague 
to the Egyptians to have all their waters whereof they 
ſhould drink, turned into blood ? was it not much 
more ( as the ſoule is more excellent then the body ) 
peſtilentiall to bave all the maine Articles of our Re-

The ſecond particular , whereabout Reformation is 
converſant, is worſhip ; whereby God and we have com- 
munion one with another, wee doe in a holy manner 
trade with God and hee with us. This is as [acobs lad- 
der, The Angelsof God aſcend and deſcend by it ; our 
prayers aſcend, Gods bleſſings deſcend. The ordinances 
arethoſe golden pipes by which the gollen oyle emp- 
ties it ſelfc intothe hearts of Gods people They are 
the Churches breaſts from whence = children ſuck 
nouriſhment ; They are the Churches barne and her 
Wire-preſſe : They are on Chriſts part the kiſſesof his 
mouth , the mutuall embraces betwixt God and the 
Chriſtian Soule ; Dry op all the breaſts in ſuch a City 


a$ this, how great will the cry of the Infants be ? This 
__ miſchiefe 
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miſchiefe by the putting down of Preaching , and 
ſtrange Innovations brought and urged upon us in 
our moſt ſolemn worſhip, had ina great part ſeized 
upon us, and will yet certainly prevaile if the Refor. 
mers doe not ſcalonably and ſtrongly oppoſe. 

The third particular is Church Diſcipline or Govern- 
ment ; all Societies , and {Oo the Church, is upheld by 
wlingand being ruled. This amongſt other benefits ic 
will yeeld, That it will preſerve the honour of Gods 
cenſures and ordinances, that great cenſure of Excom- 
munication, which is no lefle then the delivery up of a 
man to Satan, and (next the day of judgement ) it is 
judicium maxime tremetdum, it (hall no longer Lackey 
up and down for Duties and Fees as it hath done 
amonſt us, and as it did inthe darkeſt times of Po 
as Gerſon complaines, Lib, de Feeleſ, defet, Quid eff, 
quod Gladius Eccleſie,ſcilicet Excommunicatio,extrahitur 
prore aihilt, ut pro renummaria? This once eſtabliſhed, 
will dire& us tO put a difference betwixt the holy and 
the prophane, the cleane and the uncleane, for want 
wkereot the Lord challenges the Prieſts. Hath not 
this been, and is it not yet in a great part, remaining 
upon us, as one of our land deſtroying ſinnes ; the 
promiſcuous thruſting in of ſcandalous and ignorant 
perſons upon the Sacrament of the Lords Supper , 
to the horrible prophaning of the ſame, and no power 
that would hitherto bee allowed as legall , no not for 
making ftay of ſuch? Miſunderſtand me not, I meane

ſuch burdens as are of all other moſt inſufferable, re- 
quire our utmoſt zeale ? 

The ſecond particular, evincing the neceſlity of zeal, 
is the dithculty ofthe work in reſpeR of the mountian- 
ous Gppoſitions, Reformers ſhall and muſt encounter 
with ; as firſt, not onely a large-ſpread, but alſo an una- 
nimous combination of the Churches enemies, Geval, 
Ammon and Amaleck, the Philiftims and them that dwell 
at Tyre, ard they have conſulted together with ore 
conſent, &c. Pope, Spanyard, French , and the whole 
generation of the Engliſh- Jeſuites, Papiſts, and Prela- 
ricall FaQtion, and Libertines, all looking upon the 
work of Reformation , nor only as hindring their de- 
ſign , their good work in hand as they call it; but 
undermining their Kingdome : How induſtriouſly 
vigilant are they in laying out themſelves, their heads, 
hands and purſes > They leave no ſtone unremoved,that 
may hinder our work or promote their own ; Doth not 
all rhis challenge our utmoſt zeale ? 

Secondly, in reſpect of the prevailing nature, the 
cloſe adhering of Charch-men's ( as they are called ) 
ſiunes. with whom Reformers muſt conreſt : Theſe 
are ſenſuality, ambition, and rdlineſſe. It was the Monks 
bellies, and the Cardizalls Caps, which (as Eraſmus 
obſerved) did create Luther his greateſt trouble. Sen- 
ſuality is a (inne where ever it ſeizes maxime adberen- 
tre, of rhe greateſt adherence, as the Schoole ſpeaks:

Thethird particular that puts a difficulty uponthe 
york 
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work of this preſent Reformation above former: Hereto= 
fore Reformers have had todeale with the groſle thick 
cloud of Popery, the Duncery of the Monks and Fryars, 
with ſuch palpable corruptions,as many of them were 
diſcernable by a common light z But nowthe work lics 
with men, many of whom retaine the ſame fundamen- 
tals with us, are come our of Batylon in reſpet of the 
foggy part of it, yer retaine many of the dregges of it 
which may in time prove pernicious and help tocarry 
us back againe into Egypt; Theſe, many of themaare 
learncd Gamaltiels , men renowned for worth and parts, 
whom for my own part, 1 love and honour; but yet 
in ſuch things whereia God hath hidden from them 
what hee hath revealed to others, I ſay, as once 
Auguſtine (aid of bis friend, ile hoc non Viditut aliguid 
amplrus videret , Ic is poſhble that the Lord hath re. 
vealed greater things to them, given them a clearer 
light in many of the greateſt myſteries of Religion : 
Here is the zeale of Reformers, that they refuſe to 
ſwallow any thing that is unſound, becauſe it is offe- 
red as countenanced with Authority of men famous 
for their learning and eſteeme in the Churches , 
zeale knowes no reſpe& of perſons in doing her 
work. 

The fourth particular that makes the work difficult, 
is Demetrius and his whole traine that follow him,who 
cry out, Sirs, you know that by this craft we have gotten 
owr wealth , 1 meane our Chancelors, Commiſparies, Offie 
cials, Regiſters, Proflors, and theſe, what mighty piles of 
wealth , what large and rich eſtates have they heaped 
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thingsof the Land, they have formerly pickt our 
purſes, ſcratched our faces, vexed our ſpirits, hurried 
us from Cour: ro Courr, andall this hath been praQiiſed 
under a pretenrice of Reformation 3: Bur what have they 
indeed done by all their ſpecious viſtrations, have they 
been any other to us then like the Juplers Feaſt, who 
ON a time invited his friends to a folemn Banquet, 
whcreunto they came in great expe<ctarion to have their 
bellies filled,a 1 able was richly furniſh dwith all variety 
of Cates, they all ſet about it, bur when they pur forth 
their hands, they brought back nothing bur aire , roſe 
and departed as hungry as they came ; ſo hath it been 
with us in our moſt ſolemne vifirations: Or may wee 
as ® Gerſon did ſometimes compare the V ifitours of 
this kinde to the Cat, which being by the good Houſe- 
wife, put in the Dairy-Houle to fave the Cheeſe from 
the Miſe and Ratts, doth more harme then they all. 
Yea, where the greateſt pretence of good was held our, 
what have all our Y:{tors and Reformers done more 
then the Popes Cardinals, whom hee ſent out in Lutbers 
time toblinde the world with a pretence of Reformati- 
ON ? a$they, ſo Ours, may well be compared to the 
Foxes taile which raiſes the duſt, but earries none away. 
The fifth difficulty is a potent Army of Nonreſidents, 
| whoſe plory harh been a Polygamy of Benefices. An 
pen; ea. Evill which we may well wonder ar, that Goſpel light 
Fran. Torrenfs being fo farre advanced as it is, learned and modeſt 
Je 2:41 Men ſhould not bee aſhamed of it, when as the moſt 
Colleg. £man. learned Divines in the Councell of Trent did generally 
vb craflatus bi proteſt againſt it, as appeares by their ſeverall Tra- 
Qates®. I might urge theſe men with variety of Scrip- 
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Reader to Caranze his Trafat, des non reſidentis, who 
ſpeaks ſo fully in this argument, as if his book were 
tranſlated into Engliſh, he would be deemed a Puritan 
that wrote it, 1 will ooly uſe one argument, which I 
thus propound; Every command ot a duty does ne- 
ceſlirily imply all the neceſſary wayes and means where- 
by the duty is to be effefted, elſe the Lord ſhould con» 
tradi&t himſelfe, if hee ſhould command a duty and 
diſpence with that without which it cannot be perfor- 
med. But reſidencein or neate the place where the duty 
is to be done, is evident by the light of nature, 

Who ever made queſtion, whether the Porter, to 
whom the care of opening and ſhutting the doore is 
committed, ſhould reſide at the doore : or whether he 
that governes the ſhip ſhould fit at the Helme z orwhe- 
ther Watchmen are not to attend upon the Tower 
over which they are ſet as Watchmen? This is 9 Bellar- 
min his owne argument, which upon occaſion he makes 
uſe of. And whereas men are apt to plead the diſcharge 
of their duty ordinarily by another, the unlawfulneſle 
thereof I thus evince.

44. hat thoa 
haſt ſpoken to us in the name of the Lord wew1ill not doe, but 
we will doe ſo and ſo; in < Mriceb, who when the Da- 
nites bad takenaway his idols,be makes after themwith 
bue and cry; they demanding, what ailes the man ? he 
makes this reply, Have you taken away my gods, and 
doe you ask mewhat I aile > You ſee the prevalency of 
old cuſtomes in the people called Hircant, who when 
cheir Kiog-went about to alter a Heatheniſh Cuſtome 
of caſting their dead to Maſtives in ſtead of Buriall, he 
had like to have loſt both his life and Crown: This 
impatience of the people to have any thing altered, 
the Papiſts will ſhame us, for who inthe times of Pau- 
lus tertiis, and Pixs quintuethough they profeſle infalli- 
bility in their way, yet bave they yeelded to have their 
Breviaries twicechanged.

Paſtors as they are called, bat tndeed wolves, ready to ſlay 
the ſoules of the people, not ſeeking the good of the people, 
but the fulneſſe of their owne bellies &e, So for matter 
of Dodrine, when the Saxons invaded this land, the Pe- 2e4a lb. r,c.7, 
lagian bereſie had with a filthy contagion defiled the Brit- 
tarxes faith. Should not zeale beſtirre it ſelfe, when ſuch 
evils as theſe overſpread a State.

{or the dull Aflee to beoffered in Sacrifice, the neck of 
it was tO be broken: It was earneſt Baruch that had the 
prayſe above the reſt: 1 he twelve Tribes did ſerve God, 
ur ixTwiitss VVhat ſhould wee be earneſt for, if not 
for God and his cauſe > Wilt thou be earneſt for thy 
—_— thy profit, thy pleaſures , ard cold for thy 
God? 


Thirdly, Zeale after ſhe « convinced of the juſtice of 
the cauſe, over-looks all dangers though never (0 great, 
So Caleb, when hee heard of the difficulties, reſolves, 
L ot us goe up at once: YO Eſther, It 1 periſh 4 periſh : 
So Saint Paul, what doe you , weeping and breaking my 
heart? It alfo treads under foot all allurements,all bope 
of great things;God doth now as good as ſay,T hat which 
I bave planted,1 will pluck up,and ſeekeſt thou great things 
for thy ſelfe> Is zt now a time to receive money, and to 
recerye garments, and Olivezards, and Vineyards, and 
ſheep and oxent 

Fourthly, Zeale belps 8 Reformer againſt the tentation

If zeale bee ſo requitite a grace in him that Gad 
calls tro bee a Reformer, then we muſt give diligence 
that ourzeale may be of the right ſtamp: As every grace 
{o zeale may and often hath its counterfeit, as

miſlead men over bogges and dangerous places we are 
exceeding apt to be miſled when prejudiced by mens 
perſons, their learning or holineſſe, antiquity, or no- 
velty,aSif we were neceſſarily to receivea thing becauſe 
ancicat, or to reje& it becauſe new a, by a haſtyen- 
Baging of our judgments before we be able to judge, 
and an unwillingneſle to retrat when we have judge 
by an Þ undue enquiry, when we rather ſeek that things 
may be lawfull, then whether they bee lawfull or nor , 
when tranſported by ſelfe conceitedneſtc of our owne 
opinion it is onely the eye-ſalve of the ſpirit by the 
Word muſt guide us, To the Law aud to the Teftrmony. 

Secondly, 1f it ſuffer not it ſelfe 10 be ordered by wiſe- 
«om, This takes in right meanes as conducing to a a_ 
end , there is a precipitaney in zeale whereby hee that

A good cauſe often miſcarries 
by indiſcreet bandlirg, The [ahour of che fooltſh wearieth 
etery one of them, becauſe he knoweth not how to goe to the 
Cty ; Ignorance of the right meanes, tires out men 
in their endeavours to no purpoſe. 

Thirdly, if it e:ſily fal imto wrangling and quarrels: 
Love, that is and ought to bee the orderer of zeale; 


ſufſereth long, beareth all things endureth all things : love 


ki owes that & little breach will quickly bee a great 
one, It prevents them or ſpeedily makes them up, 
It gives the water ro paſſage. no nora little, zeale 
for God, is tenderly reſpeRfull ot mens perſons; 
It is wild-fire and not zeale , that caity fire-brands 
and arriwes, and deadly words, and ſazes, I meane no 
barme, Piov.26.18,19. 

Fourthly , 1t zeale bee right , ſhe will nor Late ought of 
what lies under the command of God,n0 not a hoofe ; irs falſe 
teale that cries, neither mine nor thine, bur let ir ce 
devided, that makes nothing of ſmall” matrers : True 
zeale drives on the work of Reformation fo as it 
leaves not the leaſt remnants of Baal, removes all 
high places, as conſidering that great per/ecutions have 
bees raiſed upon ſmall matters, ard that conſcience is a 
tender thing, as the eye, the leaſt moat troubles ir. 

Fifthly, If our zeale Lee only flaſhy (like thoſe unna* 
turall heatsthat come atid goe by fluſhings ) #t #5 08 
right, wee have many thar begin well, arc hor and cager 
while in ſuch a company, while they have ſuch props, 
while carried on by ſuch hopes,while not aflfaulred with 
ſueh-rentations, while they thought the cauſe would

mation, bur as things alter from wichour, they alter 
from within, even to the torall remicting of cheir 
zeale.

ly, for that many eyes are upon us from abroad, both 
of _ who will praiſe God for what we doe well, 
and of foes who watch for our balcing. 
2 Our ſecond ſuit to you is, that when the Lawes of 
Chiſt, for the due adminiſtration of his ordinances, 
ſhall be diſcovered, you would be pleaſed to account it 
your greateſt bonour to ſubmit to them, Chriſts go» 
verniment is the only liberty, thraldome to your Jults 
is the only true bondage ; If you honour God, he will 
honour you, It is his Goſpel that hath clothed you 
with ſcarlet, put ornaments of gold upon yuu, put every 
pretious ſtone in your garments.

which will render ſuch whom God hath called to this 
office, moſt odious to him, moſt abominable to men , 
ages preſent will count themſelves unfortunate in ſuch, 
2ges tO come will curſe ſuch, the opportunities which 
God afforded them, and which they for want of zeale 
have ſquandered away, will riſe up in judgement again(t 
them. VWhar might ſuch have done,ita ſpirit of zeal had 
eaten up their ſpirits, thev might bave ſaved the Chur- 
ches at home and abroad, given Antichriſt that blow 
that ſhould have thrown him as a mill-ſtone into the 
middle of the ſea, delivered liberties, lawes, and inhe- 
ritances to poſterity, ſaved City, Countrey, the lives 
of millions of men, they might have fiviſhed the work 
they began, all ſucceeding ages might have blefled God 
for them, their owne works have prailed them in the 
gate, Now if zeale be wantivg, they will undoe all the 
Churches of Chriſt, as much as in them lies ; rhey 
will uphold tottering Babylon, deſtroy — Eng- 
land, deliver up their poſterity to abſolute {lavery, 
make themſelves the monuments of ſhame and igno- 
miny to all thar know or ſhall heare of them, Oh tel 
it not in Gath, publiſh it not in the fireets of Askelon,c, 
Muſt it not necds be fo when fo neceſlary a correquifice 
as zeale is wanting? for what is a Reformer without 
zeale, but as a body without a fou'e, a Bee without a 
ſting, a ſouldier without his weapon, a Bird withour 
wings, ſalt without ſavour, O' then you Noble Sena- 
tors, who are under God the Chariots and Horſe-men 
of our Iſrael, what ever you part withall, part not with 
your zeale, let this be your honour and crown. and as 
a diadem upon your head, that yer you be zealous for 
your 
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your Religion, your Countrey, your Lawes, and Liber- 
ties : ſhall you bur remit your former zeale, a ſpiric of 
lakewarmneſle ( which God forbid ) ſeize upon you, 
ſel! truth for peace ; you will live and die without ho» 
pour, and render your ſelves and us the moſt miſerable 
Nation under heaven, | 

Let me addreſſe my ſelfeto you, Right Reverend and 
beloved in the Lord, Behold the Lord bath, by a pro- 
vidence of his,fingled us out among our Brethren , for 
this great worke in hand. Both youand weall are de- 
ſirous this day to lay our ſelves low before the Lord, 
importunately to intreat his aſſiſtance, thathe would be 
pleaſed ro magnifie his power in our weakeneſſe. Hee 
might have made choyce of many of our Brethrea eve- 
ry way as able,if not more able then our ſelves, but fo is 
his pleafure,and we dare not bur be at his diſpoſe. The 
Lord can worke 2s well by the Oaten Pipe, as by the 
Silver Trumpet. Be then exhorted by him who rec- 
kons himſelte the meaneſt of you all, and who in re- 
ſpeR of his many infirmities might well have been diſ- 
penſed withall,be I ſay exhorted 70 cloath your ſelyes,out 
ofreſpeRto the worke 1n hand,with zeale 5 with a cloak, 
to fall upon the buſineſle you are deſigned to, toto anime 
1mpets, you are called out ro contend for the truth that 
was Once given to the Saints, which bath beene ſealed 
with the bloud of Martyrs, hath beene juſtified by the 
learned pennes and diſputes of allthe Worthies of this 
Kingdome, without interruption, for above this 80. 
yeeres, but of late,by a cunning, ambitious, and corrupt 
party,we hadalmoſtbeene cheated of it, even of that 
truth which ought to be dearer then our lives, 


Bleſſed be our God who hath given a tarne,and made 
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a ſtop of their proceedings,vhoſe worke was, asto put 
out the eyes of the people of the land by Ignorance, fo 
to have leavened themwith Heterodox Opinions : and 
were we not indeed gone almoſt as farre as Rome gates in 
adeclining way »z Our worke is anoble work, ir is ſer- 
ware depoſttum, tobe Feoftees in truſt for thar ſavin 
rruth,that patterne of wholſome words,which hath been 
derivedto vs.as from the pure fountaine of Scripture, 
fo alſo by the Channell of purer Antiqut y comes with 
L etters of commendation from the luffcrings of Gods 
choyleſt ſervants z ſuch they were whom the world 
wasnot worthy of. 1 beſeech you in the bowels of Jeſus 
Chriſt, we may quit our ſelves like men,doe our urmoft, 
$hat we may vindicate the rrurhof God from all the a(- 
rlions of evill-minded men, cleere it from thoſe am- 
Ciauiries wherewirh ungodly men kave perplexed it, 
and doe ſuch farther worke, in worſhip and diſcipline, 
as ſhall by God and Man be requiredof us.

Arc there 
not already upon us inthis worke for which we are aſ- 
Fkmbled, the eyes of our Brethren of the Reformed 
Churches, as expeRing the iſſue of rhis buſineſſe > 
Nay,isnotthe whole Nation in expeQancy of what 
this meeting will produce > What manner of. perſons 
ought we to be, in bumbling of our ſoules before the

How many hundreds of worthy, leamed, ſoule- 
ſaving Miniſters, men excellevrly fitted for rhe worke, | 
have beenedriven our of our Land >? ( the Lord lay ic 
not to our charge.) No ſmall affliQion to be purupon 
thediſſerting of ones native Countrey, and all thoſe 
Charitates which under God are the life of our life, and 
further co be caſt upon forraiz,ne Countries,thoſe ſome- 
times unwholeſome for our Engliſh bodies , placed 
among inbumane people , put upon wilderneſſes, 
wilde beaſts, ſavage people, and unknowne neceſſities, 
becauſe by reaſon of our finnes this worke hath not 
becne yet cffeRed, they ſaw no hope of it. Oh the 
ſwarmes of godly men,that like Noabs Dove, could find 
no reſt for the ſoales of their feet, being hunted up and 
down,burried hither and rhitber,ano waſted with vexati- 
ous ſnits,to their utter undoing, who have been in the 
end forced, they and their whole families, with heavy 
bearts,and ſome with poore eſtates, to bid farewell to

What if wee 
want, in our own apprehenſion, thoſe abilities fit forthe 
work?he can lift usup above our ſelves,& ſupply us with 
helpe. What if we want that quickneſſe of underſtan- 
ding, aQtivity of parts we ſee in others ? yet if wee can 
bur aſfiſtand encourage others, God will accept, Only

I know L 
peak to an Anditory {o rational/as I ſhal norneed 
confirm this truth by reaſons;& to ſo cordiallrothe 
Church of God, as I ſhall aslirtleneed to ſtir you 
upto the practice ofthis truth by application, elſe 
I mighs filtup a large portion of the time remai- 
ning intelling you how 4! th: Lords remembran- 
rers in allthe ages of the Church, under the Law, 
wider the Goſpell , have exemplifiedthis truth: «#-

from heaven, yet they had nor loſt this holy hea- 
venly diſpoſition, of praying for Ieruſalem., ſee a- 
bundanr evidence of it; in Ezewel , Daniel , Mor- 
decai, and after the captivity, in E=ra, Nehemiah, 
and others, And now in thetimes of the Goſpell,che 
ſame ſpirit ftill animares Gods children, and en- 
clines their hearrs ſtillro-ſeekthe good of Terwſa- 
lem, how doe the Apoltles in ſeverall Epiſtles te> 
Rify this diſpoſitionin them? Rom. 1, 9. God is my 
werneſſe whom I ſerve with my ſpirit in the Goſpel of 
his Sen, that without ceaſong I make mention of you 
(laith that Apoſtle ro the Church of Rome ) at- 
Wayes 11 mvy prayers; [0 Fphep. 1.16,17. making men-

As for 
mee,God forbid that I ſhould ſinne againſt you, 11 cea- 
ſing to pray for you, nay, have imprecated a curle u- 
pon themſelves, if ever thzy ſhould be fo wretch- 
ed, Pſal. 137. 5,6. If 1 forget thee 0 Teruſalem,le! 
my right hand forget her cunning : if 1 doe nat re- 
member thee , let my towgue cleave tothe reefe of my 
mouth, if I prefer nat leruſalew above my chiefe joy; 
it is one of the greateſt judgements that can befall 
a Prophet, to be filenced: witneſſe Zachary whole 
unbelecf God punifhed with this, as an evlyjudge- 
ment; witneſle thofe anongſtour ſelves,that have 
had their mouths AIEY the violent hand of 
man, who know what it is to havethe ward of 
God asa fire in their bonesand no vent for it; yet 
even to this, doththe Prophet here curſc him! fe, 
If 1 forget thee 0 Ieruſalem, if I doe not remember 
tO menrn for thee,to prey for thee, let. rae wever pray 
more, let mee never [peak more if 1 forges to ſpeak for 
thee,let my tongue cleavuets the raof of my wawt hh; The 
guod Lord /bemercifullto every one of us , and 
pardon all our forgerfulneſſe of Ierufakem, whom

They have taken _ COUN- 
fell ag ainft thy people, and conſulted againſt thy hid- 
den ones. They have ſaid,Come,and let ms cut them off 
from being a Nation: that the name of Iſrael may be 
no more im remembrance, Geball , and Ammon , and 
Amalek,cc, And doth nor Ieruſalem in this re- 
ſpet now need our prayers? 

And thirdly, hath not the Lord made promi- 
ſes unto Ieruſalem of theſe things we are to pray 
for* of truth and peace, lerem. 33.6.1 will cure them, 
and reveal abundance of trath and peace unts them: 
as alſo of praiſe, v. 9. It ſhall be to me a name of joy, 
4 praiſe and an honour before all the Nations of the 
earth, and Zeph. 3.20, Iwill make you 4 name and a 
praiſe among all the people of the earth. And is not 
the Lord able ro accomplifh theſe promiſes not- 
withſtanding al their counter-machinations of his 
enemies?

earth is fled to heaven, frighted hEce with the ſound 
of the trumpet, the alarwm of warre, and the cryes 
of blond.

In thoſe times there was no peace 
to him that went out , nor to him that came in , but 
great vexations were upon all the inhabitants of the 
countries, And Nation was deſtroyed of Nation , and 
city of city: for God did wvex them with all adverſity. 
Never was this poor Church & people in a more 
broken diſtreſfed condition in regard of peace c:- 
vill, nor ſcarce ever worſe in regard of peace ec- 
clefiaſticall: now when there are ſo many ſwords 
in Exelend and in Ireland drawn againſt the Pro- 
teffaxts, b that we ſhould be even at dagzers draw- 
ing one againſt another! O the bitrer arviſions and 
digladiations of Proteſtants amongſt themſelves 
in theſe bleedingrtimes! For the diviſions of Reuben 
there are great ſearchines of heart, for the drviſions of 
Reuben there are great ſearchings of heart, Holy Rid- 
ley and Hooper, though intherimes of the peace & 
liberty of the goſpell , they could never agree a- 
bour black and white , but had many wrathfull

Sad with his Edomites have ſmitten and 
burnt Nob, a C ity of Prieſts. and have deſtroyed Man and Beaft 
there; They make the like offer again(t Keilah to deftcoy that Ci:y 
for Davids fake. They puriue Debid (HI. with fire and tword, and 
now thev have driven him our intothe wildernefle, as he fayes him- 
ſelte. trom abuatng In the inhe11:ance of the L 0 K D. Why does Ifracl 
(uffer all chis > V Vhy doe they not bring forth che ſpeare, to (top their 
Maltcr 5.:«/ and his Edomite, driving on turiouſly in the Path of the 
deſtroyer > V Vhy did nor Itracl with(tand chetr Maſter >a, as Aa.

tring upon their ofhce 2 And why did they nor deale with the Edo- 
m'te, as the Prophet cauſed that meflenger to be deal: withall. who 
had a Commiſſion trom King Ababto fetch away his head 2 VVhy 
did they not deale fo» or more rough'y with the Edomite > It 18 an- 
[wered here boldly enough, That Iſrael were a conſcientious People, 
they knew their duty. they ſaw no V Varrant to make refithance, let 
their King Muither Prieft. and People, then Pillage, rob aud {poile 
them by his Servants, |'ke the high. lander theeves chere, meere C:11- 
farce keeps thele nerghbouring Tiraclites han.'s cloſe in their Poc- 
Kers the while ; It is their King ; they will not ref1lt him. meere con+ 
ſcience forbids them, 1 would fſpeake fomething here in the ge- 
ner1ll hctt, Conſcience is a render thing. and mult be rt: nderly dealt 
with, and not judged raſhly, Bur certaine 1t 1s, we of tne common 
fort hav* been and now are, very little croubled in point of Confa. 


ence abour ſuch matrers as theſe arc 3; we are not lo contcientious of 


our 
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our duty, 25 to commune with Couſcience about it : we minde other 
Habs 6. marters here, to lade our lelves With thicke cliy, which we call private 
wealth, negleRting the common ; How long ? It isa Prophets queſti- 
on, and by an Interrogation he makes his Anſwer very ftrong and 
terrible ; uatill they [ball 1ſe-up ſuddenly tt of ſ/all bite thee , and awake 
['e [5 that [hall vexe thee, and th IN ſhalt be booties wito them : To whom , To 
Spoylers and Robbers : That thicke clay, wherein we have laboured, 
ſhall be booties unto thoſe Robbers ; there is the crofle indeed, and 
if it were not for feare, we would fight our {elves our of (lavery ſure, 
were it but to ſecure our private Wealth ; but becauſe we would ta. 
ther be accounted Con/cientious men, then Cowards, we Will not hold- 
upour hands, tor teare it ſhould be taken to be, a litting-up the 
hand againſt our King. This were well now. if we did make con- 
{cience 1n other things, of Lying, Swearing, Blaſpheming, Curſing, 
Robbine, Spoiling, & c- and of all unjuſt gaine ; or it we did make 
conſcience not to keepour Purſes ſhut, when the neceſſity of the 
Poore commanded us to open : or if being able men, and could goe 
a W«-fare at our owne proper coſt, we did make conſcience of taking 
gaine of moxey, when we Rtand=up for our ſelves, our owne lives and 
liberties. If we make conſcience of theſe things , wee might be ac 
counted conſcientious men in other matters, in point of reliſtance, 
for feare we make Warre againſt the /\ 117; wherein every true Iſraclite 
mult make conſcience. or elſc quit chat name; tor he is unworthy the 
name of Itrael, that does not make conicience at that facred point, 
To proceed a |l.ttie in the generall, GOD forbid that any Iſraclite 
in the world ſhould &-/i/t their K img and make conſcience lo to doe : 
Nay more {for 1 keepto the ſtory) GOD torbid that an Ifraelite 
ſhould have reſifted 5a; he 1s the Anointed ofthe LORD _$ was 
ſaid. the great Fiduciary of the Kingdome ; An Ifraelite will make 
conſcience of reſiſting Sav/; I fay Sal, for hearken what 4bimelech 
$>41,22,15. faves, Fe it far from me, Let nor 6 e /\ mg impute any thing wits by ſe vant, 
nor to all the h ule of my Fathe) \ Whar ſhould nor Sad Impure unto 
Al melech ? That he refilted his Lord, King S«u. and intenced ill un- 
to him ; it was far from him fo to doe, And certainly it was. and is 
tar from all true Iſraclites in the world. To re/iſt Saul. ro oppreſle him, 
_ doe him hurt, The LORDS Anointed, they remember that 
(til. 

To come more particularly tothe point, that we may reſolve 
Conſcience anon. we will ſee firſt what Sad did, and by whoſe In- 
{tigation he d;id ic : Then, who this Edomirte was. 

What Sul did, is legible before . written in bloudy CharaAers, 
which w:ll remaine unto the worlds end. By who'e initigation he 
1d it? This is as legible alſo : By.the inftigation of the Divel, vexing 


and 
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and tormenting Saw, effectuall working, in him, together with his 

owne (pirit, thereby agitated , (tirred-up , and boyled to the heigth 

of extreme wrath, againſt P«vid, and all thoſe that wiſhed well unto, 

ar Nod their hand wth David, This being premiſed , I conclude 
rt, 

That Conſcience could not hold-backe Iſrael from helping their 
Brethren inthe day of diftrefle, and treading downe , for who did 
fo oppreſle Iſrael ar this time ? It muſt be anſwered , Saw thetr [{ing ; 
for he had hands and feet, and other Inftruments belfides , to execute 
the wrath; bur all he did was by the divels motion, that Evill ſpirit 
upon him, which hurried him from place to place, fo as he did not 
goe, but was driven ; and all his way long he breathed out threat- 
nings againſt David ; By the motion of c!11s Evill ſpirit, and his owne 
(which every man, Saw alſo, are bound to reſiſt ) did Saul doe all 
this ; Therefore whatſoever Iſrael makes conſcience of, they cannot 
make conſcience of reſiſting th2 divell, or the private will, which by 
the helpe ot the divell, has done all the yiolences that ever were done 
in the world, I preſumethis is a cleared cafe, therefore I leave it ; 
for if Sq, atted by an £vill ſpirit, will ye at Ifracls throat, they can 
make no _— in the world to refiſt him, I meane the blendy 
actings, and notorious violences of the divell, HR 

Secondly, Iſrael muſt looke upon Seul now , the great Fiduciary of 
the Kingdome , betraying that cruſt into an Edomites hand; then 
{miting Iſracls City, Man and Beaſt there. Conſctence well informed 
now, calls-in Iſracl to help their diſtreſſed Brethren, fo far as was 1n 
the pawer of their hands to helpe : grant ſo much power in their 
hands, that they could and were able to relieve cheir Brethren, and 
yet would not, then Conſcaence will be (o far from pleading their ex- 
cuſe, that it will condemne them as acceflary to that murder and 
bloodſhed. Iſrael Rands charged not to ſuffer bloud to be (hed, fo 


farre as they can hinder the ſhedding of it ; 0:4 hands have not [hed this Dert,z1 = 


bloud, nor bave our eyes on it : That 18, Conſctence to quit their Eyes in 
this caſe, as well as their hands ; had their Eyes feene innocent 
bloud-ſhedding (as in this caſe) and not come-1n to reſcue the In- 
nocent, they had not been innocent. Conſcience then did not hold 
Iſrael backe from comming-in all as one man to reſcue vb , the 
Priefts and Yeople there, now greatly diftreſſed, and to deliver D«- 
Þid: Rather Conſcience rightly informed engageth Iſrael upon all 
this, being 1n the power of their hands ; for it is to ſhew mercy to 
their Brethren, in this time of their great diftreſſe, and treading down 
by the foot of pride. ; 

Thirdly, they had ſhewne mercy indeed to Saul their Maſter, even 


tO his ſoule, could they haye conjured or Evil ſpirit, and pvoponnt 
1. 
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him, ſolacing and delighting himſelfe ( as his manner is ) #n proud 
Wrath, and wherewith their Maſter Sau! was fore vexed, that (like the 
Lunaticke man) he talls oft tinics into the hre and oft times intthe 
water (i,e,) into molt unminent. apparent, and dc{tructive dangers, 
Douptleſle it had been a point of pure love, duty and conſcience,to 
have rclifted him. to have with-held him . driving-on turioully to 
(hed bloud : Had LIiracl done lo , they bad (hewne thewlelves cons 
{cientious men, who underſtood their duty, and entirely loved their 
King, and therefore would not fufter him to doe mat, which would 
undoe him for ever. O |! it had been an att of mercy, and of a well 
inſtzuRted conſcience, it Itracl had , every man to i115 power, as one 
man ſtept-1n, and with{tood an! 1n his bloudy way : and all the true 
Ifrael in the world wou!ld have acquined them fo doing , and ſaid, tn 
meere pitty and Cmpaſil nto S wal, ana that which ſhould be deareſt wnto him 
have they done this, withebed{ thetr Maſter from (beddins blowd, Nay, Saul 
himſclfe, had he ever come to himſelfe (but the Evill ſpirit haunted 
him to tbe day cf his death) would have thanked Iiracl tor fo 
doing. 

Bur here, though nothing can be ſaid for Saul in juſtification of 
what he did, yet much is ſaid againſt them that had any hand with 
David - That they were Rebells and Traitors all againſt the King.and 
ſo Saul himlelte chargeth all his ſervants, and all the Prieſts coo; 4! 
of you have eon[}ired againſt me, and why have ye done jo? An heavie 
charge, but yet no honelt man made any account of it, as a charge 
of d1iſhonour : They counted it a cheape word , a great honour ra« 
ther, being the Coguu2ance of the choicelt men of all Iſrael, and they 
Could glory in it, defamed fo rig" teouſneſſe fake ; for the very beſt and 
choicelt men in thoſe dayes were called Confpirators, Rebels to 
their King : David was called fo, I knuw not how often, and the FE + 
domite the kizhte/t man,and belt Subject , yer let us heare what may 
be charged upon thele fo detamed men, though nothing can be pro+ 
ved ; That, ha liracl roſe npto detend theimnſclves, and their Bre- 
thren, they had w.chltood their King, 

No, they had Hood tor him, and had done him an infinite ſervice, 
could they have delivered their King trom the power of the Evill ſpi- 
114,and his owne W1T, and from the hands of the Edomite , Li 
withſtood the King indeed, and tought againt his Crowne, Peace, 
and Dignity. 

Burt it Tirael, ſtanding up in their own defence, had not withſtocd 
daul, yet they had reſi/ted the 6ramance of God, and they muft make con- 
icience there, 

Yes, great Reaſon they ſhould ; let Tfracl make conſcience ever- 
more of reſilting 3a their King, or their Kings poWer, for that power

yea th:urh they be Tyrentsr, And it ts ont of all queltion, that to they 
were, when Saint 7i-v/ taught fubmi(ſhhon anto them, whether to the 
ſupreame povrers, or, the powers under him, But it 19 as cleare, That 
their obedience confifted in fuffering racer chon 11 obeying. rather 
in bearing from the hand. what the 791 er inflicted i then tn dome 
what the P/wer commanded, 

This is true. for there is an obedience in ſaffering, and fo no ref1- 
ſting ofthe p »wer, for he that tuffers troim the hand of che Rul-r, for 
what his conſcience will not ſuffer him to doe. he doth nor refift, but 
obeyes the Ruler. And vet we mult notre, That there is a wide diffe- 
rence beewixt giving ob<d:ience ro that, the Hcarhen Emperours 
commanded by their Lawwes; and obedience to that, which Kings 
now command againſt Law, Chrib tans then did take-up the bur- 
den of their Ruler with a bended Knee, (as the Lord / rw exprefierh 
it and as I may interpret it ) 7. e. They madetheir body bow unto it, 
not their conſcience ; They ſuffered for that they could not obey ; as 
the three Worthies in Dante}, who yeclded-irp their bodies othe di{- 
pole of cheir King, and ſo The L O R D, Whom they leryed. kept 
their bodics untouched by the fire, who would keepe therr conſcien- 
ces tree from polution. Ic is therwiſe with Chriſtians now, They 
are c:lled t1 tiberty, T o obey their King ruling by Law, The / /zher 
Powter, which GOD has ſet over t''em ; ard, which the King cannot 
commit to an Fdemites hand, Tt hed: es, :t ought ro be refifted, tor it is 
4 terrour to the go 4, nt to evill wrkes ; Cleane contrary totiiar a Mie 
ſter of GOD ſhould be. And wheres it is faid, We muff give brmonr to 
Magiſtrates, thiugh Trints; we grant as much, for it hath beene, and 
is the manner of a!l the children of GOD foro do, Daviddid fo, wite 
neſle hig words. and humble deportment before Saul ; Bur David did 


not give his throat to Saul; though 5:4 was King,and DeV14 a private 
: man, 
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man, yet he read no Law, nor could (ce Reaſon for that, but all Law 
and Reaſon againſt ir. 

There is one argument more from the example ofthe Jewes, if not 
ſhrinking-up their hands into their fleeves after the Perfian manner, 
yet bowing their hands behinde them in homage to their Emperours 
perſon, and commands ; Phils relatcs the Rory in his Ambaſſie to 
Caji15, as follewes. Calignls would ter-up his Image in the Temple of 
Jeruſalem that Abomination in that Sacred rlace. So he would do; 
And tor thatend, Petronis was ſent unto them to aſſure them, That 
Caligula, their Emperour, would have it ſo, and for that purpoſe an 
Army of foot and horſe was in a readineſle to ſhoulder-in the Image, 
if by faire meanes he prevailed not. The Jewes, with their wives and 
children. met the Emperours Ambafſadour, Rand before him as chil- 
dren betore their parents, with their 4rmes bent bebinde them ; afluring 
the Ambaſſadour by that reverentiall poſture of their bodies, That as 
they were not ſo mad as to withſtand their Lord ; fo they were not lo 
mindleſle of their dury co GOD, as to ſuffer that abomination to be 
brought into their Temple, unlefle over the heads of themlelves, their 
wives and children crampled upon all the way thither, as the myre in 
the fircers; And fothey quitted themſelves, fay they of themſelves, 
lIike men, in heſe ewo great points,[n Ry entire the ſerve of their 
GOD : And the b. nd of allegeance to their Prince. 

This is the very poſtare of good Subjects, to carry their hands bent 
behinde chem. while they ſuffer che Rebels to ride over their heads, 
And that is the objetion from hence, 

I con'eſſe chis Story ſpeakes as fully ro Door Fearnes purpoſe, as 
any we have read,; yet will it not fatisfie his tender conſcience, nor 
any underftanding man ; For he muſt heare Reaſon. A wiſe man 
will nt ſhow his teeth. that cannot bite ; his offer that way, may 
cauſe all his teeth to be ttruck our, I will ſhrinke my hands up into 
my ſleeves, or turne them behinde me, if I am not able to uke my 
hands, Againe, 

Tfche Jewes at that time would expoſe themſelves, wives,and chil- 
dren, te the !ut of one domineering Lord, That is no rule for Chri« 
{tians fo to doe, Nay it was no rule for the Chriſtians after them, 
So we will anſwer praftice with praRice; For they, being oppreſſed 
by the hand of an Heathen Emperour Lucnivs, fought helpe from a 
Chriſtian Emperour, who eave them aid, and thereby they opprefled 
him that oppreſſcd them, Though yet 1t mikes x wide difference. to 
live under them, whoſe will is their 'aw, ani will doe what tney liſt; 
And under him. who is under a power, which muft rule him, and his 
commands; Whereotb fore.

wide towards it, Shall theſe and thele men profper ? Shall they car» 
ry -on their deſigne againſt David ? Shall they, that vate The LOAD 
litt-up the head? Yes for a Time,till GOD has pertectcd His work; 
And His Adverfarics have done theirs, filling-up their meaſures ; 
and for other excellent Reaſons which we ſhall heare anon. 

We have ſcene now what Perſons they ever have beene, and are, 
who have their hand againſt Vavid, murtherers all, mighty Ekagitery befine 
The LORD. And yet as I am not (o fooliſhly ignorant, to thinke. T bat

are driven by the Shepheard, when hee meanes to plunge them into 
rhe waters; They did not properly follow Saul, bu: were driven by 
the hand of violence, (as ſome of late have bcene, and as Saw him 
ſe]te was) by che Divell, To exemplifie this by the Edemites prattice 
at thistime : The E{5mite now in the North (we have no other name 
for him) has excrciſed ſuch crueſties upon the inhabitants there. to 
force them to his (de, tying their beads and hoeles cogether, till from 
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ſome of them breath departed ; And by theſe Turkiſh inforcemen:s 
he has gainzd many bodies to his fide, bur David has their hicarrs. And 
ſo we may conceive, and fo judge it was with men in Ss Hoſt. bo» 
cauſe the Sacred Scripture gives us chat allowance, FE >r we reade cf 
no evecucion done upon Iſrael, upon their Citics, but by Sad and the 
Finite ; 5ard (pike indeed to ail his Scervan:s.

and mutt never be ſecure abouc rt) (hew it rhe excellencies in rhe 
LORD JESUS then we (hall not be taken w:th the / 9p of 
the world l. Phantsſie) nor be off-nded at the troubles of D +4, 

Secondly, there were many Noble many Rich , many Stout, ma- 
ny valiant men, and many w ile men on »aubs fide + but yer they mult 
not be a diſhonour to Iſrael all theſe muſt come-:n under one Head, 
and the Edomte their Generall muſt beare the envie and diſhonour 
of tac -\,aturall war. \ for it is 2s Naturall for the Edomite to warre 
with David, as for the fire to burne : ) Ic is not (aid, [/-el ſmote Nob; 
No. Tie Fdoinue ſmote Nb ; and all his helpers, ({ome Iiraclites no 
doubt) yet they goe under that name.

nably well ; They had an Avorſ-n for liberty, To riot on the LORDS

ſhops, The Biſhops from the Archbiſhop,he from the King ; and that 
ſhou!d be ſufficient warrant for thein, and every one cf them, to riot 
on the LORDS DAY ; And for every Miniſter from the Pulpit, 
GODS mouth there, Tocommand the people fo to do. O abomina- 
ble ! Yes, they have juſtificd the Heathen atthis point. And yet theſe 
Biſhops are not diſcovered yet; They are in their white Robes yet, 
we ſhall ſee them in Scarlet by and by.

Nor whlien they would have 
eltabliſhed themſelves by an Oath, A peculiar e/{s'ment to the High 
Prieſt, che GOD of our falyation ; as I ſhall ſhew in another Treatiſe 
purpoſely for them, To cleare their Spirit to the world, how ſpirituall 
they were. But they would riot be diſcovered then ! Nor by all the 
good offices they did the Church in Scotland and Ireland, and their 
mother Church here in England , who fayes of them, $loudy fathers 
have ye beene wats me ; bloudy fathers have ye beene ! And ynery are 
not manifeſt yer, not yet ! When they would have made void and 


wadl,as the phraſe is, All the Votes and Acts of Parkament for the Cher 
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ches good. And was not their ſpirit diſcovered now ? I cannot fay 
2, now, for all Iſrael faid 1 ; and they themſelves laid Yes ic 01 
when they caſt themſelves out of the Court with their owne hands. 
But ye: they will be made more maniteſt, Whor bloudy wayes have 
they proſecured, what divelliſh projets ro wreſt themſelves into 
their places againe ? If any there are ſo diveliſhly minded, fo forſaken

O that I could bring up this to this time ! Bur I cannot : The di« 


vell is more mighty now, and more SR now , then he =_ 
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then, if more can be, as ſurely it can be ; for us length of time, and ex- 
perici.ces therein , may make him more cunning, ſo more wicked, 
more ſhamelcfle. as at this day, 

I can lay, GO D has brought the King, and His Partiamentto xz 
Parley, once and againe, bur (till the rualice of this fu! Councell ap- 
prared, Wickedneſie [tl proceeded from the Wicked man q but how won 
derfully was the innocency of David (the faithfull ſeryants of the 
Lord) clearcd ! 

The LORD had this deſigne now , He will make manifeſt the 
Adverſarics treachery, and His Seryants innocency ; and he brings 
it about thus : His Servants (hall , becauſe they will, creat upon a 
way to accommodate a Peace: The LORD left men to goe their 
own? way, not ſo warrantable by His Word, to treat with impla- 
cable adyerlaries, that He might bring to paſſe His owne will, and 
bring good to His people. It was conceived by all rationall men, 
that on the Kings party nothing wag intended really and indeed, bur 
miſchiete and bloudy treachery, as is now manifeſt tothe world ; 
Bur GOD lufftered ir to goe- on, brought J weet out of that ſover, 
good out of that evill : The Evill ſpirit is filenced now, the Malig- 
nants have not what to ſay « O bleſſed be G O D ! He can doe what 
He pleaſeth, and what He does is for the good of His Iſrael. This laſt 
Treaty betwixt King and Parl:ament, hag »on-pluſfed che Divell, his 
MANAGERS all are put to ſilence now, they have not what to 
fay, and yet they are not aſhamed : True, the wicked cannot be ofbbg- 
med: Were they (ayes the Spirit) a/bamed When they had committed abg- 
ination , oppreſſed G OD $ Poore to their power , ſhed bloud ro 
their power ; profancd the LORDS DAY byaLaw, when 
they Larendl þ tocſtabliſh their curſed Hierarchy by an Oath, were 
they alhamecd > Or when they decreed unrightears decrees, and preſcribed 
grievouſue/Je, were they aſhamed > When they had comminted thele and 
theſe abominations, were they aſhamed? Nay ,They were not at all aſhe« 
med, neither could they blſh, The wicked are diſcovered now ; nay. 
they have diſcovered themſelves, and they are convinced , forne of 
them Carry a mighty conviction within their Boſome : And the Di- 
yell is put to filence too, fol (aid, I did not fay the wicked «re «fps. 
med ; I know well, they who have catred the path of the Deſtroyer, 
and w1ll purſue it, they arc hardened and brawned in evill, They can«

But now, what grcat matter have we gained by all this? the wic- 
kedare manifeſt gow , they are conyinced too, and yer, nor David, 
nor the Chub , are delivered : Delivered ! nay, they are in as bad a 
cale as before , and deliverance further off, for ou we ſee | True, 
for David muſt be lower yet; and the Churches deliverance. further 
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out of ſight then now it is. for ought we know, Bur I pray you make 
anſwere tothis, and conſider well on it; Has David been a loſer by 
any thing that has fallen out unto him all this long time (fo hee 
chought » of Saul; ty —_ ? No, you will fay , for indeed you 
muſt ſay ſo ; Dvd has been a,great gainer by all this, that hath hap- 
pened unto him in the day wherein the LOR D was pleaſed to 
*xerciſe him with fore afflictions ; he has gained experience of his 
owne ſpirit , how lying , warping, murmuring, haſty. proud, and 
ſtout it was ; all this he has gained, and I know net how much 
more. He has gained a full hghr of all his adverfarics, their malice, 
treacheries, andfalſhoeds, arc all made manifcRt ; his adverlaries are 
convinced too, and the Evil ſpirit Gilenced allo. Why then the 
Church will cruſt intheir GOD for ever ; and well they may, the 
7, ORD dealcs fo and (s with David, His faithtull ſeryant; He de- 
lied Davids deliyerance ; it Rtayed, as a Child comming to the burth, 
when there is no power to bring forth ; bue yet all this fzckpeſſe (us 
we Call it in our haſte) was but to open DiWds mouth the wider, that 
he might be more falied with MICHT AMS, and with M A $- 
CHILS.

Then LeQtires were put downe in all places, and afcernoore Ser- 
mons forbidden on the Lords day: Bookes were alſo publiſhed and 
commanded to bee read in all Churches, giving liberty ro prophane 
thatholy day, contrary to the expreſſe command of God , and agninſt 
the nated aw of the Kingdome ; all Miniſters that refuſed co reade 
theſe dookes were ſuſpended : Thus good men were weeded our in all 
Countreys and 2! to difplant Religion, and plant popery.
